Order,  the  works  of  the  Catholic 
Institution,  and  their  community. 

Her  recognition  is  of  special  note 
because  it  is  the  first  time  a Sister  has 
been  so  recognized  by  the  Order. 

The  Most  Reverend  John  J.  Sullivan, 
Bishop  of  Kansas  City-St.  Joseph,  was 
invested  as  a member  of  the  Order  at 
the  same  ceremony. 

The  Equestrian  Order  of  the  Holy 
Sepulchre  of  Jerusalem  is  a Papal  Order 
commissioned  by  Pope  Paul,  to  promote 
and  perpetuate  the  Faith  in  the  Mid- 
East.

ART  THERAPY  MAJOR  - 
A FIRST  FOR  AVILA 

Avila  College's  Art  Therapy  program 
is  the  first  of  its  kind  on  an  undergrad- 
uate level  in  Missouri.  The  basis  for  the 
program,  however,  is  many  years  old. 

Many  psychological  theorists  have 
recognized  humanity's  need  for  expres- 
sion of  beauty,  and  have  recognized  the 
potential  uses  for  art  in  personal  growth 
as  well  as  in  treatment  of  emotional 
problems. 

The  Art  Therapy  curriculum  provides 
a well-rounded  background  in  art,  psy- 
chology, education,  and  sociology. 

Graduates  are  prepared  for  work  in 
various  settings  including  hospitals,  men- 
tal health  centers,  private  clinics,  and 
other  institutions  providing  human 
relations  services.
